World Owes Great Debt 
to Benedictine Monk 

Some of the most- wonderful 
books on earth are In the monss 
tery founded by St Benedict at 
Rome 1400 years ago. During the 
dark Middle ages when barbarians 
were sacking libraries the Benedic 
tine monks of Muntecassino pa- 
Uently copied immortal works and 
thus preserved for today priceless 
books that would otherwise bave 
been lost forever. Among them are 
“The Golden Ass” and the “Meta- 
morphoses” of Apulelus; the bis- 
tory and Annals of Tacitus; Cle 
ero’s oration “I’ro Cipentio” and his 
essays, “Republica” and “About the 
Caws,” “The Nature of the Gods” 
and Ovid's “Fasti.” The oldest 
grammar in bistory was also pre- 

rved Intact by the Benedictines. 
This was Varrone’s “Latin Lan- 
guage.” Montecassino kept un- 
harmed “the only original copy. 
Upon this all grummars, down to 
the grammar taught In_ schools. 
have in part been based. The work 
of the Benedictine monks In pre- 
serving priceless books of the 
church has been even more remark- 
able. Original works of St. Jerome, 
St Augustine, St. Cyprian and 8t. 
Ambrose; the wust ancient papal 
decree, that of John VII; the old- 
est text of a decree by Gratian, 
famous codifier of laws, have all 
Seen saved from the depredations 
af time by the Benedictine breth- 
ren. 


Early Substitutes for 
the Modern Toothbrush 


Toothbrushes are quite # modern 
{nvention. In the Vernei Memoirs 
we are told that in 1649, Sir Raiph 
Verney was asked by @ friend to 
Inquire in Paris “for the Uttle 
brushes for making cleane of the 
teeth, most covered with sylver. 
and some few with gold and sylver 
Twiste, together with some Pettits 
Bouettes (7 Boltes} to put them 
in." There is another reference to 
these, tn a later volume of the 
Memoirs, as “teeth brushes.” 

“Turkish teothbrash” occurs in & 
Ust of “utensils” in the Musaeum 
Tradescantianum in 1656 This 
was probably a stick of dragon root, 
which, in common with other roots. 
was used for that purpose down to 
the Seventeenth century or even 
later, Not only the Romans, 2.000 
years ago, but also our own Queen 
Elizabeth, used a rough cloth, 
wrapped round a stick or a finger 
for ber teeth.—Weekly Scotsman. 


Bridge Had Long Life 

‘Old London bridge, begun in 1170. 
was completed In 1200. It carried 
® row of timber houses, which 
were frequently burned down, but 
the main structure existed until 
the beginning of the Nineteenth 
century. The old bridge was the 
center for booksellers and other 
tradesmen. On it stood the chapel 
of St. Thomas of Canterbury and 
2 tower on which the heads of 
traitors were exposed to view. The 
present London bridge was begun 
i 1824 and completed in 1881. It 
is borne on five granite arches, is 
928 feet tong, 65 feet wide and 56 
feet above the river.

Lee county has received to 
date a half million dollars from 
Burley Tobacco since the crop 
was started in January 1925. 
Last year, 1929 a quarter mil- 
lion alone came from the coun- 
ty crop.- This was enough to 
pay the total farm tax of the 
county three times. This esti- 
mate is based on the warehouse 
reports 6f,the 1928 crop. One 
warehouse stated that from 
their books, they had sold 
$100,000 from Lee county, An- 
other house stated they had 
sold $30,000. This allows $20,- 
009 to have been sold from the

Mistakes in 


the 1929 


Burley Tobacco Crop 


Sowing Too Much Seed On 
The Bed. 


Perhaps sowing too much 
seed on the bed is disregarded 
more often than most any prac- 
tice with the tobacco crop. 
This is very serious. One 
slightly heaping teaspoon full 
to a 9x 30 ft. bed is the proper 
amount of seed. On the sealed 
packages, the reading is slight- 
ly different. They say: use a 
level teaspoon full to a 9 x 20 
ft. bed. Both of these instruc- 
tions are exactly the same. 
When it says a level teaspoon, 
it means to take a straight 
edge and strike the spoon off 
level. If one sows more seed 
than this, they are doing them- 
selves very great injury. 
Flirting With Sodium Nitrate. 

Many growers of tobacco 
last year made use of sodium 
nitrate on their crop. Unless 
tobacco after planting out, gets 
in a stagnant condition and re- 
fuses to grow, the use of sodi- 
um nitrate is not advisable. 
Under ordinary conditions, the 
standard brands of fertilizers 
on the market are better. They 
are well balanced with some- 
thing like a 48-4 or 3-9-3 or 
similar make-up. If one uses 
a complete fertilizer as above, 
and then applies 100 pounds of 
sodium nitrate, it will likely 
throw the crop out of balance 
and make for coarse leaf and 
bony fibre and dark color. 


Late Cultivation. 


Too many growers last year 


watching the season is good 
practice. Often it occurs, that 
after the last topping, unusual 
season of wet weather may set 
in and cause the top leaves to 
grow on out much longer than 
necessary. Such condition is 
unavoidable as no one is smart 
enough to fore-see that a long 
rainy spell is to set in the next 
day after his tobacco is topped. 
Topping is a seasonal problem 
and observing the rules is well 
worth while. 


Careless Grading. 


It is very gratifying to see 
the progress being made by 
growers generally in grading 
their tobacco. Yet not all of 
them are taking this seriously 
enough. In the past three 
years tobacco has been selling 
high, especially the top grades 
or red grades. The buyers ap- 
peared to be short on red and 
common types, consequently, 
they have paid high for suth 
grades, even at times, they 
were graded very poorly. Even 
in high prices, grading pays. It 
will certainly pay more when 
the price drops to where the 
buyers are getting all they 
want and have a choice of se- 
lecting their grades on the 
floor. If one means to grow 
tobacco from year to year, 
they, certainly should be care- 
ful in the grading of their 
crops. 


Packing Down In November. 


Through last November an 
unusual amount of — rainy 
weather caused a large bulk of

Topping At Right Time. 

It was noticeable last year, 
that too many let their crop go 
too long before topping. The 
time to top is soon after the 
blossom bursts out and while 
the top is soft and pliable. In 
a few days this stem gets hard 
with fiber. Top while it is 
pliable. ‘ Last year the crop} 
was very uneven. When this/ 
is the condition, three or four} 
toppings are better than wait- 
ing so long to get it done with 
two toppings. If the crop is 
uneven in growth, one has to 
top as it comes in. 


Topping Down In Severe 
Droughty Season. 


Due to the dry and unusual 
season last year, the tobacco 
crop was forced to ripen or ma- 
ture long before it was ready 
—that is—a great many crops 
were, In such case one should 
prepare the crop for the barn 
accordingly. This called for 
topping much lower than if the 
season had been regular. In 
a dry forced season, tobacco 
plants cannot sport or finish 
as much top as with plenty of 
season, no more than corn or 
other plants can do. When one 
sees that the crop is being, 
forced to turn in, the top has 
to be taken down accordingly 
ten days or a week ahead of 
cutting, in order to get ‘ripe- 
ness in the top, otherwise, the 
bottom leaves will be burnt up 
with. the top as green aS a 
gourd, which makes for loss, 
both at the bottom and top of 
the plant. Burnt tobacco nor 
green tobacco cannot sell. 


Avoid Tips. 


Some growers do net observe 
the rules for topping burley, 
which catises many crops try- 
ing..to finish with too much 
top, making tips, 4 to 8 inches 
long. The desirable length of 
top leaves is about 12 to 15 
inches which are thrown into 
dark reds and not tips. On the 
other hand,:some growers top 
too low, catising the top leaves 
to “buzzard” ot droop over till 


the crop to be graded off, be- 
ing warm as well as moist. 
This encouraged many growers 
to try to get on the first of De- 
cember market. In doing so, 
they lost sight of the rules not 
to pack down tobacco until af- 
ter a severe freeze or two. This 
is not a rule made up on any 
one’s notions. It is plain and 
simple. The sap of the tobac- 
co plant is still in the plant un- 
til a freeze takes the sap out. 
Since there are seldom freezes 
in November, the rule has be- 
come well established to pack 
down no tobacco in November 
—unless just a few days in 
front of the December market. 
All November tobacco is to be 
hung up on the stick, till about 
marketing time, pack down for 
a few days and move to market 
immediately. Many crops were 
injured by not observing this 
rule. Corn cannot be cribbed 
until freezing. Neither can to- 
bacco be cribbed (packed 
down) till freezing either. In 
the fire cure districts, of course 
the sap is all taken out of the 
leaf in curing. This is not true 
of air cure (burley). It takes 
freezing to remove the last sap 
from the plant before safe for 
packing down. 


Too Much Case. 


The 1929 season was an un- 
usually heavy season for case. 
It was ‘both warm and heavy 
rainfall weather through No- 
vember and December and part 
of January. Many growers got 
caught with their tobacco 
packed down with too much 
case. This led to an enormous 
amount of wet tobacco mar- 
keted. While this weather was 
on, the average price was no 
doubt, reduced near four cents 
lower than if the €rops market- 
ed had been in proper case. The 
proper case is for the hands to 
“rattle” when handled, yet 
have enough moisture to keep 
from wearing or frazzleing the 
leaf. By gripping the bundle 
of leaves, and the dent of the 
pressure remains, this is too 
high case. If the leaves spring 
back on being released, that is 
proper case. Some of the heavy 
case wag. unavoidable. The 
weather was so heavy part of 
the time that when laid on the 
floor with proper case, it soon 
became ‘laden with moisture 
and became too heavy. How- 
ever, growers should use ex- 
treme care about packing down 
to have it in proper case, and 
then care in keeping covered 
to market, and very little to- 
bacco would get in too heavy 
case. :

Alsa 
one must be careful and not 
let his stalk tobacco get hot or 
injured in the pack. This oc- 
curred last season with many 
growers. 


Getting On The Market Too 
Late. 


A few growers last season 
got on the market late in Jan- 
uary or first of February. Cov-, 
ering many years of marketing: 
tobacco, this shows bad prac- 
tice. The tail end of the mar- 
ket is seldom high. One should 
make every effort to get their 
crop worked off by the first to 
second week in January and 
let nothing keep them from 
putting the crop on the market. 
After the middle of January 
many buyers have got all they 
want and leave the market. Al- 
so by the middle of Janu: 
the buyers know the size of the 
crop and they buy accordingly. 
Certainly avoid going on the 
market late. It will loose you 
money. The break came earlier 
this season than usual, due to 
the excessive warm and moist 
weather in November and De- 
cember which caused the bulk 
of the crop to have been work- 
ed nearly one month earlier. 
The highest point in the mar- 
ket seems to have come about 
January the 7th. Usdally one 
is safe if he gets on by the 
20th of January

The County Agent Gives! 
a Large Service to 
Tobacce Growers. | 











The county agent of Lee was} 
able to give a large service to | 
tobacco growers last year. 
Particularly was this true with 
new growers. The agent had 
given much time to th¢-older 
growers during the year’ 1925 
and 1926 and 1927 and 1928. 
There were over 250. new 
growers for the 1929 crop. Dur- 
ing the cutting and barning 
season last year the agent was 
able to render much needed as- 
sistance. The crop was burn- 
ing on many farms ad being 
badly injured. These had to 
be prepared for the barn. For 
four weeks this service was 
kept going every day to the 
new growers and also to many 
experienced growers. 

During the -grading season, 
through November, and De- 
cember and part of January, 
the county agent’s time was 
wholly consumed with new 
growers on grading demonstra- 
tions. In a near-by county} 
where tobacco was being grown 
and the service of an agent was 
being used—inquiry was made 
as to how many grading dem- 
onstrations were given in that 
county. Only fourteen grading 
demonstrations had been given 
for the whole grading season. 
The Lee county agent was able 
to give 200 grading demonstra- 
(tions, mostly to new growers) 
for the season, All the new) 
growers were not reached, 
partly due to the crop being 
worked off rapidly in Novem-, 
ber,and December, reducing! 
the season for grading. In this 
way, the agent's time for reach- 
ing. all the new’ growers was 
limited. They received aid an:

Double Grazing Capcity 
for $12.25. Broom- 
sedge in Blue Grass 
Indicates Lack of Lime 
arid Phosphate. 


One of the most needed at- 
tentions to be given on Lee 
County Farms is the improve- 
ment of its pastures. One 
riding over the county will be 
struck with the great acreage 
of broomsedge in pasture 
fields. Careful experiments 
have been made by specialist 
in agonomy at Experiment 
Station Blacksburg and in 
demonstrations in Southwest 


bluegrass counties on pasture} _ 


improvement. Oneof the out- 
standing experiments conduc- 
ted was on the farm of Mr. 
Bonham of Chilhowie. Mr. 
Bonham, with acid phosphate 
and lime has doubled the graz- 
ing Capacity of his pastures. 
At the start, he allowed five 
acres to one steer for grazing. 
Now his grass is carrying one 
steer for two acres. The plan 
worked out is: 400 lbs of 16 
per cent acid phosphate to the 
acre and 1,000 lbs-of raw lime. 
Should go on the boundary in 
February orMarch for best re- 
sults. Three applications of 
this amount in five years will, 
it is claimed, double the graz- 
ing capacity of bluegrass past- 
ures. The phosphate and lime 
need not be harrowed in. Sow 
broadcast or by drill. No har- 
rowing necessary. 
Broomsedge is our natural 
grass. Bluegrass was import- 
ed. Broomsedge comes when 
the soil will not support blue- 
grass. We should not get 
vexed at broomsedge taking 
our pastures. The reason has 
been found out. The soil has 
been sapped with phosphate 
for many years of grazing. 
Also lime has gradually leach- 
ed away, till the soil has be- 
come acid in most cases. In 
order to restore a good sod of 
bluegrass, the phosphate and 
lime must be supplied. The 
broomsedge will not disappear 
at once, Some will be re- 
moved the first year. Gradu- 
ally, it will be removed till in 
the five year peroid of three 
applications of phosphate and

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Supervisors Will Lay Levy | 
for Schools at Next Meeting: 


The levy for all funds in Lee County will be con- 
sidered at the next meeting of Board of Supervisors 
held at Jonesville, Va, April 7th, 1930, at which time 
the levy will be lain for School Purposes. 


Some members have expressed themselves as being 
in favor of redacing the levy for Schools below what we 
have had, and should this be done, many things could 
happen. 

1. School Term would have to be shortened, 
causing Graduates much trouble in obtaining their 
diplomas and entering Colleges. Patrons would be 
compelled to run the schools upon a subscription basis, 
which is hard for the average man. 

2. Tuition for all High School Pupils could be 
charged, which would seriously handicap a citizen with 
a large family, and small income, and drive away from 
school some of our best pupils. 


8. Should the term be shortened, which I feel that 
the School Board would be compelled to do should the) 
levy be reduced we would loose the State appropriation 
for High and Elementary Schools amounting to ap- 
proximately $8,000.00 for which we would obtain noth- 
ing and would have to meet the requirements in all 
High Schools the following year without any appropria 
tion before we could reach the Minimum for Accredit- 
ed Rating again, and during this time all graduates 
would be compelled to take examinations before enter- 
ing Colleges, should we loose our present rating. 

Standards are hard to reach, but easy to loose, 
and let’s hold what we have, and make progress. 

I feel that we should continue our Schools and do 
all in our power to make them more efficient, and equip 
the little child with the tools that will be an asset to him 
or her all along through life, and develop the possibili 
ties hidden therein to the fullest extent. 

If you feel that money spent for schools is a good 
investment and worthwhile please speak to your mem- 
ber of Board of Supervisors and be present at their next 
meeting upon APRIL 7th, 1980. 


I feel the Board of Supervisors are anxious to do 
the right thing and are interested in our schools, and it 
you will be present and voice your sentiments they will 
anxious to do what is best.

FARM NEWS 


(By M. V. Koger, .. 
County Agent) 


Durable White Wash 

Formula. 

The time of year for 
white wash work is near. 
Many farm homes like to 
use white wash each year 
on fences and out-houses. 

A durable mixture is 
made as follows: 

Take 1 bushel (62 Ibs ) 
of quicklime, slack in 12 
gallons of hot water. Then 
another solution is made 
as follows: 1 Ib. sulphate 
of zinc, 1-lb. of alum, 2 Ibs. 
of salt; dissolve in 2 gallons 
of boiling water. The two 
solutions are then mixed 
together and 2 gallons of 
skim milk added. Keep 
the mixture thoroughly 
stirred while applying. 

While white wash in 
some places is great for 
farm buildings, the interior 
of poultry houses, dairy 
barn, hog house, and cel- 
lars. Often times fencing 
and out-houses would look 
better in colors other than 
white wash. Out-buildings 
are necessary undesirables 
around a house. They 
should always be kept. sub-

Napoleon Handled For- 
est Fire Bugs Rohghly 


This is the time of year 
when spring fires will be- 
gin to climb our mountain 
slopes, doing severe injury 
to timber and killing the 
young growth. Many fires 
are results of carelessness 
in burning off new-ground 
and clearing brush near 
the timber boundary. If 
caution is observed in rak- 
ing a path around the iand 
to be cleared and leaves 
set fire along the inner cir- 
cle of the path, and watch- 
ed for a while, few fires 
would escape. 

An interesting letter by 
Napoleon has been recent- 
ly found, wherein the great 
warrior addressed himself 
to his Forest Fire Warden. 
The letter is quoted: 

“Monsieur Le Prefect: I 
am informed that a num- 
ber of forest fires have 
broken out in the depart- 
ment, the administration 
of which I have confided to 
you. You will please have 
the individuals convicted 
of having set them, shot 
immediately. Also, if fires 
break out again, I shall see 
to giving you a successor.” 

This was about 115 years 
ago, and timber in Europe 
was considered worth say- 
ing. Perhaps, in another 
century, timber lands here, 
will be valued and forest 
fires will cease.

San Diego, Calif—OmMclals of the 
Santa Fe roud, gathered in conven- 
tion, were told by thelr president. 
Mr. Storey, that something Is hap- 
pening to ruilroad passenger busl- 
ness In the United States. 

In 1922 the Santa Fe carried 15,- 
000,000 passengers. In 1928 the num- 
ber had dropped to 4,200,000. 


That means a good deal to rail 
roads, to owners of railroad stock, 
and to the automobile industry. 

Automobiles,’ privately owned, 
and public automobile bus lines, 
have made the change. 

And Mr. Storey’s figures will 
change again, soon, when fully de- 
veloped air travel takes 90 per cent 
of long distance travel from rail- 

“*%.vid-and motor bus lines, 


Do not hurry to sell your Santa 
Fe or other sound railway stock, 
however. Railroading now is really 
railroading, not stock jobbing. And 
better methods, bigger locomotives, 
longer trains, better yards and a 
thousand improvements, including, 
especially, loyal co-operation by 
railroad union workers, have more 
than made up for the drop In pas- 
senger travel. Freight is the thing 
now, and that depends on prosper- 
ity. 

Germany lost the war, but wins 
in other directions. Recently the 
German Bremen, lowering the rec- 
ord ‘across the Atlantic, took the 
“blue ribbon” from the British. 

Now the North German Lloyd 
Uner Europa has beaten the Bre- 
men’s record. 

The Europa, maguificent 50,000 
ton ship, according to builders here 
and In Britain, would be too ex- 
pensive for America or British 
lines. The Investment of $50,000,- 
000 could not be profitable. 

Germany, beaten, is able to do 
what the winners of the war can- 
not do.

| not invariably confined themselves 
to mere feats of genial absent- 
mindedness. The lives of Bunyan, 
Swift, Byron, Beethoven and even 
Thomas Carlyle are examples of 
the tragic forms which the abnor 
mality of genius will sometimes as- 
sume. Genlus, especially musical, 
poetic and Mterary genius, has 
often been allied with a pathologic 
condition of the mind which bor- 
ders upon insanity. And the fact 
that the eccentricity of genius did 
not more frequently cross the bor- 
der line must be attributed to the 
social conditions onder which those 
men of genius lived; for soclety 
in the past was more tolerant of 
eccentricity than {t is today, 

And here, perhaps, is the real 
cause of the lack of genius which, 
we are so often told, is character. 
istic of the present age. It ts pos 
sible that the Twentieth century, 
with its tendency to standardize 
not only means ef production but 
even ways of thought, will not tol- 
erate that independence or eccen- 
tricity of mind which has so often 
been the accompaniment of crea- 
tive genius. If John Bunyan, for 
example, had been lving’%~.,, 
would have been cured of his mel- 
ancholy or else Incarcerated tn an 
asylum; In uelther case, It Is safe 
to say, would he bave produced the 
“Ptigrim's Progress.”

granted the opportunity of 
determiniug the consent of 
opinion of the citizens pre- 
sent for which he gladly 
consented.

Tebacco Beds Shy with 

Plants 

The indications are that 
quite a few tobacco beds 
suffered injury during the 
recent freeze and snow. 
The plants were in the stage 
of bursting through the 
ground or had just gone 
through the act of making 
the first leaves, and where 
beds were exposed to the 
cold winds, it appears to 
have destroyed a part of 
the plants and in some beds 
almost completely destroy- 


-jed them. 


Soon after the freeze it 
looked as though all beds 
had got though in good to 
fair condition. 

Where the plants are shy 
and too thin, more seed can 
be sown, tramping them in 
the ground carefully. This 
should not injure tie plants 
left. Where the stand has 
been destroyed, a new seed- 
ing can be made, scratch- 
ing the surface and tramp- 


ling the seed as when the 


bed was first sown. It 
would appear late for sow- 
ing. But, if when the 
plants come up, they get 
good attention, cotton seed 
meal, and nitrate a plenty; —

bacco are heading for low 
prices, ‘according to John 

R. Hutchenson, director of 

the Virginia extension di- 

vision. 

Farmers’ report an inten- 
tion to increase acreage by 
about 15 per cent cver last! 
year Ths would re-ult in 
a total of approximately 
478.000 acres compared 
with 417,000 acres in’ 1929. 
This acreage with an aver- 
age yield of 827 pounds per 
aere would produce 395.- 
000 000 pounds of Burley 
tobseco, which is 80,000, 
000 pounds more than was 
poduced in 1929. and fully 
100.000,C09 pounds more 
thon the usual annual con- 
sumption 

The average price per 
pound fer Burley tobaceo 
for 1928 was 304 cents 
In 1929 the total supply in- 
creased and prices dropped 
7 to 8centsapound. An- 
other increase of 15 per 
eent this year will proba- 
bly result ina total supply 
of Burley tobacco on Oc- 
tober 1, 1930, more than 
100,000,000 pounds greater 
than was on hand last Oc- 
tober. 

From the best informa- 
tion available it appears 
that the acreage to be 
planted to Burley in Vir- 
ginia will be nearly 50 per 
cent greater this year than 
in 1929. Virginia farmers 
have made money out of 
Burley tobacco for the past

Attention is;being called 
to a serious damage in re- 
cent years: to rose bushes. 
A slug or worm about half 
inch long has been active in 
destroyed all the leaves on 
the bush. This slug is 
easily controlled. Spray 
or dust with arsenate of 
lead or magnesium arsen- 
ate. Use for a wet spray 2 
tablespoon full to 1 gallon 
ofwater. The bush should 
have three or maybe four 
sprays. This is very cheap 
and will hold the leaves 
without injury. Often the 
rose may be a climber a- 
long near the porch and 
furnish shade for the family. 
It is serious to loose the 
comfort of this shrub when 
it can be saved for a few 
cents. Begin spraying now 
and for periods of two or 
three weeks, depending on 
theworm. Donot wait till 
the foliage is destroyed. 
After the leaves have been 
eaten and punctured there 
is no remedy to restore the 
leaves.

Figures Show Growth 
of English 

‘The amazing growth of the Eng- 
Ush language, surpassing that of 
any other during the past 100 
years, {s illustrated by statistics 
given by the Neue Auercher Zel- 
tung. English was spoken by less 
than 20,000,000 persons in 1830, the 
statistics showed, while af present 
no less than 160,000, people 
speak {it natively, while an addl- 
tional 60,000,000 understand it but 
do not consider it their own native 
tongue. The newspaper says the 
rate of increase has far outstripped 
all other languages, and that there 
is fo part of the world where Eng- 
lish tg not now spoken, German 
was gpoken by 82,000,000 persons a 
century ago and pow by between 
80,000,000 and 90,000,000 persons, 
the statistics showed, The use of 
the Dutch languages increased 
from 6,300,000 to 15,000,000; Swed- 
ish from 8,200,000 to 7,500,000, and 
Danish from 2,100,000 te 5,000,000. 
‘The growth of the Latin languages 
on the other hand has been less 
rapid, with Italian slightly in the 
lead. Spoken by 21,400,000 a cen- 
tury ago, that language is now 
spoken by 45,000,008, while Span- 
ish, which was second {n increase, 
was used by 35,000,000 a century 
ago and now Is used by 50,000,000. 
French, the language of diplomacy, 
bas increased only from 82,400,000 
to 45,000,000, but it 1s understood 
by an additional 75,000,000 foreign- 
ers,

Washington.—Housewives are be 
ginning to ask for exact definitions 
of the quality and performance of 
the goods they buy. An enormous 
development of ‘new things for 
household use has taken place in 
the last 25 years, and It ts practi- 
cally impossible for the ordinary 
Purchasér to know whether she is 
getting good value without some 
guidance. 

In the case of three articles need- 
ed in all homes—refrigerators, 
| sheets and blankets—an effort is 
being made to set up accurate 
specifications for different grades, 
The bureau of home economics of 
| the United States Department of 
Agriculture hus been co-operating 
with the Arierican Home Econom: 
ies association, and with manufac. 
turers and distributors, under the 
auspices of the American Standards 
association, In developing more sat- 
isfactory labels for different grades 
for these three articles.

FARM NEWS 


By M. V. Koger, county agent 


Due to the unusual dry 
weather, tobacco beds will 
need continued water, 100 
to 150 gallons to a 9x30 ft. 
bed. This should last 5 or 
6 days period. Those who 
look after their tobacco 
bed will be well paid. The 
freeze first April and ex- 
treme dry weather through- 
out the whole burley dis- 
trict in Kentucky, East 
Tennessee and Southwest 
Virginia has already re- 
duced the burley crop more 
than one-third from the 
first intended acreage. It 
would not be wise to set 
out plants till this severe 
dry weather is broken. 
Plants in the bed are cap- 
able of being cared for bet- 
ter than if out in the field. 


The dry speli has reduc- 
ed the chance for a ‘hay 
from clovers and grass hays. 
Farmers may find it profit- 
able in this case, to resort 
to soy beans for summer 
hay crop. Sow six pecks 
of Virginia soy beans to the 
acre, using 300 Ibs. 16 per- 
cent acid phosphate. 
Beans should be inoculated 
if the ground has not re- 
cently grown beans that 
were known to be inoculat- 
ed; otherwise the beans will 
draft on the land for 
nitrate. Care should be 
taken in dry weather a- 
bout fertilizer going directly 
on the beans. Germina- 
tion can be destroyed.

BE EQUALIZED 


Richmond—The General 
Assembly of 1930 enacted 
a new real estate assess- 
ment and equalization act. 

This act is now in effect, 
and is regarded by State 
Commissioner Morrissett 
as one of the most import- 
ant pieces of tax legislation

Prior to this year, real 
estate in Virginia, whether, 
located in a county or in a 
city, was subject to com- 
pulsory general reassess- 
ment every five years. 
The new uct retains gener- 
al reassessments in cities, 
but reduces the time from 
every five years to every 
four years. There must be 
a@ general reassessment of 
real estate in each city in 








ever enacted by the Gener-| 1930. 





The act abolishes all gen- 
eral reassessments of real 
estate in the counties as un- 
necessary, except in the 
counties of Henrico, Chest- 
erfield, Arlington and Fair- 
fax, in which four counties 
general reassessments are 
made optional in 1980 and 
compulsory in 1934 and 
every fourth year there- 

There must be a board of 
equalization of real estate 
assessment in and for each 
county and city in 1980. 
In cities these boards will 
review the 1930 work of the 
land assessors, while in the

FEED THE GARDEN 
ITLL FEED YOU 


Little do we realize, as 
we see the garden in its 
luxuriant growth, what a 
complication of processes 
are necessary to produce 
this growth efficiently. The 
sun, rain and temperature, 
all have their duties to per- 
form—but, most important 
of all is the soil from which 
the plant derives its food. 
At this time of the year 
when so many people are 
planning their gardens it is 
well to recall a few of the 
more important points in 
preparing the garden seed 
bed. 


All plants require plant 
food. The three most im- 
portant are nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid, and potash. 
These elements are best 
supplied by applying a 
commercial garden fertili- 
zer. Also, vegetables grow 
best in soils which have a 
good supply of decayed 
organic matter or hums. 
Hums, which is supplied by 
applying manure or com- 
post, not only adds plant 
food but when applied to 
heavy clay soils it makes 
them looser and more fri- 
able; when incorporated in 
sandy soils, humus increas- 
es the water holding capa- 
city. 

However, even with a 
liberal supply of plant food 
and hums many vegetables 
will not grow well if the 
soil is acid orsour. Beets, 
lettuce, spinach, carrots, 
cantaloupes, cauliflower, 
onions, asparagus, and cab- 
bage are especially sensitive 
to sour soils and if the 
acidity is too intense a com- 
plete crop failure is apt to 
result. The simple inex- 
pensive corrective for sour 
soils is to apply lime. Dif- 
ferent gardens vary in their 
lime réquirement. Where 
lime has not been applied 
for a number of years an 
application of from 40 to 
60 pounds of hydrated lime 
(or other liming materials 
furnishing the eqnivalent 


in lime oxides) per 1,000 


square feet will correct the 
acidity. ‘Thereafter an ap- 
plication of 25 to 40 pounds 
every 3 or 4 years will suf- 
fice. 

If the above suggestions 
are followed and high quali- 
ty seeds are planted in a 
well-tilled seed bed, success 
is well. nigh assured; the

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~ 'TGNORING DANGER SIGNAL 
OF FEVER OFTEN 1S FATAL 


Child With Temperature Should 
Be Made to Rest, Says 
Noted Specialist. 

New York.—Many serious ill- 
nesses, especially in chfldren, are 
permitted to get a dangerous grip 
on thelr victims simply because the 
public has not yet learned to recog: 
nize fever for what it is—a danger 
signal of oncoming disease, 

This is the warning offered by 
Dr. Josephine H. Kenyon, noted 
child health authority, in Good 
Housekeeping Magazine. 

Fever, she points out, ts the only 
recognizable forerunner of many 
diseases, and yet thousands of 
mothers, possibly a majority, are 
likely to treat it as just a minor 
ailment in itself, as something that 
will pass away in a few hours. 
Many a parent will remark thet, 
“Mary has a slight fever today,” 
but as soon as the fever recedes 
within a few hours Mary will be 
permitted to go out and play. In 
another day or so she may be in 
bed seriously {ll with diphtheria or 
pneumonia. Wherever a child's 
mouth temperature ts noticeably 
above the normal 98.6 degrees he 
Should be carefully watched, says 
the doctor. 

“Because fever may be the signal 
for the onset of any one of the com- 
municable diseases, he should be 
isolated until the cause can be 
found,” Doctor Kenyon advises, 
“We believe that every child that 
has a fever, from whatever cause, 
should stay in bed for two full days 
following it. This may seem a 
hardship to you and the child. You 
may feel it quite unnecessary. But 
it pays. Any fever 1s an indicatioin 
that the child's strength is being 
burned up too rapidly, and the rest 
gives an opportunity for the heal- 
ing of whatever part is below par. 

“Do not worry about a fever, but 
know how high it is, Children may 
run & very high fever, even 104 to 
105 degrees, from a relatively 
slight cause. Their reaction is 
usually toward « higher fever than 
an adult's from the same stimulus, 

“Fever sbould be reported to the 
doctor, who will make his examina- 
tions and advise whatever meas- 
ures are indicated.”

Marie Louise’s Necklace 
Has New Adventures 
in New York, 


New York.—The Empress Marle 
Louise's diamond necklace, the one 
Napoleon presented to her when 
their son, the {ill-fated L'Aigion, was 
Dorn, is undergoing adventures in 
America. 

For generations its career has 
been a plucid one, as It passed from 
owner to owner by the orderly 
process of Inheritance, until It 
reached Archduchess Marie Theresa 
of Austria, who, finding herself 
more in need of funds than heir- 
looms, decided to put it on the mar- 
ket. It was sent to this country 
for disposal. And now to Its rec- 
ord are being added investixations 
and rumors of sults growing out of 
the disparity between its estimated 
value of $400,000 and its sale fig- 
‘ure of $60,000, says the New York 
‘Times. 

American prosperity having gained 
for this country the reputation of 
being the world's best market, 
American background has been pro- 
‘vided for chapters in the storles of 
many of the world's famous jewels. 
In many instances the facts are 
not known, for Jewels have come 
here not in the settings in which 
they made history, but as separate., 
tones, 

The late czarina’s handsome 
black pearls adorn a young Amerl- 
can society matron upon occasion. 
The Thiers pearls of three strands, 
said to compose the most valuable 
string in existence, are also owned 
in this country—by whom ft is not 
generally known. ‘The Jeweler who 
bought them in Paris for the wife 
of an American millionaire will not 
reveal her identity. ‘This necklace 
was originally the property of the 
first President of the French repub- 
Ue. 

Josephine’s Emerald. 

Last fall there was to be seen on 
display in the salon of a New York 
Jeweler the sparkling emerald the 
victorious young Bonaparte brought 
back from Italy to his first wife, 
Josephine. It is now the property 
of a New York woman. Josephine 
might not recognize the stone, since 
in her day It was surrounded by 
prilliants, whereas {t now has @ 
modern setting and !s surrounded 
by square and baguette diamonds 

By the side of Josephine’s emer- 
ald the Nassak diamond was dis- | 
played. The stone, one of the 
world’s two dozen most important 
Glamonds, came Into the shop heavy 
with alstory, Once it served as 
the eye of an East African Indian 
deity. A nomad prince wrenched 
ft out of Its socket, and from him 
Warren Hastings got it. The East 
India company sold it to Londoa 
Jewelers, from whom the duke of 
‘Westminster bought it to adorn the 
hilt of his sword. Ap even more 
famous diamond, also now: resident 
fm America, ts the Hope diamond, 
known .the world over for the sinis- 
ter spell it is reputed to have car- 
ried about from the fime it was 
stolen from a Hindu idol in 1688 
until it came to its present owner. 

Though America is coming into. 
a share of the world’s famed jew- 
els, Europe and Asia remain the 
real treasure chests. The great- 
est wealth in glittering stones is 
India’s, and so fabulous is that 
wealth that to pick its greatest 
gem scems impossible. 

‘The Sancy diamond is there, and 
so is the Hwpress Bugenle The 
former, once owned by Charles the 
Bold, was ‘used’ by the Frenchman, 
de Sancy, to save his king from 
financial embarrassment. James I, 
another owner, took it with him 
when he escaped to France after 
the loss of bis throne, Louis XIV 
bought it and-Louls XV wore it at 
his coronation. During the Revo- 
Jution it was stolen, but Napoleon 
got It back, and then sold it, Sub- 
sequently it went to Spain, then 
to Russia and back to Paris. Now 
ft is owned by the maharajah of 
Outralla. The prince of Baroda 
owns the Empress Eugenie, which 
Oatherine It of Russia presented to 
a favorite, through whose family it 
passed to Napoleon HI. 

The Jewels of Royalty. 


In spite of the fact that thrones 
have lately undergone vicissitudes 
of fortune, the vast majority of the 
world’s famous jewels continue to 
be associated with crowns. The 
most valuable collection of pearis 
in Europe is said to be that made 
by Margherite, Queen Mother of 
Italy. 

Jewels of fabulous richness may 
still adorn the persons of royalty, 
nobility and millionaires, but more 
and more of them are coming to 
serve rather as museum pleces; or 
else, like the crown jewels of Great 
Britain, to have a double office. 
‘When no state occasion calls for 
their display, anyone may see them 
in the Tower of London. The most 
famous of all diamonds Is there, 
the Kohinoor, or Mountain of 
Ldght which came to British sov- 
ereigns by way of the Persian con- 
queror, ‘Nadir Shab, and the rajab 
of Lahore.

Fresh Water Oxygen 
Brings Life to Fish 


St. Paul.—Fresh surface water 
washed down from the thawing 
rivers of the North has saved mil- 
lions of fish wintering in Lake 
Pepin. The fish faced extinction 
because of sewage absorbing oxy- 
gen in the frozen Mississippi river. 

Thaddeus Surber, superintendent 
of fish propagation for the Minne- 
sota game and fish department, re- 
‘ported waters released in the break- 
up of the Mississippi and tribu- 
taries north of lake Pepin have 
brought new supplies of oxygen 
which have bettered conditions ma- 
terlaly. 

“The thaw came just in time,” 
Mr. Surber said. “Although many 
fish have died because of lack of 
oxygen, the bulk will be saved by 
fresh water. The ice has not yet 
gone out of Lake Pepin, but north- 
ern waters will wash beneath this 
sheet.” 

When the river was frozen over 
the normal supply of oxygen in the 
water, It was explained, was ab- 
sorbed in decomposition of sewage. 
‘The water could not be aerated by 
taking “oxygen from the air be- 
cause of the ice barrier. 

Fish need 4.5 parts of oxygen to 
1,000,000 parts of water to live 
Tests made by the Metropolitan 
drainage commission in the win- 
ter showed that the oxygen content 
in some parts of Lake Pepin had 
decreased to less than half this 
amount.

FINDS TOMB OF 
ANCIENT RAGE 


Explorer Stumbles on 
Bones of Basket Weav- 
ers in New Mexico, 


Carlsbad, N. M.—Jim White, ex- 
plorer and discoverer of the famous 
Carlsbad cave, has just found a 
cave burlal tomb of the Basket 
Maker race, 4,000 years old, in the 
Guadaloupe mountains along the 
New Mexico-Texas boundary. Sev- 
eral human skeletons and numer- 
ous artifacts were revealed. 

So remote in time is the Basket 
Maker that the ancient cliff dwell- 
er, existing as long ago as the 
dawn of the Christian era, {s com- 
paratively a newcomer. Pottery 
making, which had reached perfec- 
tion 20 centuries ago, had not even 
come into existence during the Bas- 
ket Maker period. Since the van- 
ishing of the early people other 
races, hoary with antiquity, have 
come and gone in this region. 

Mr.. White, until recently head 
gulde in the Carisbad cave, a mon- 
ument to his prowess as a pioneer, 
had resigned his position with the 
national park service. Looking for 
other vast caves he might again 
call his home, he sighted a black 
speck on @ canyon wall 20 miles 
away. 

The speck grew as he plodded 
across the wind-swept desert, 
strewn with bones of vast cattle 
herds perished in ¢he drought. At 
last the objective loomed in the 
form of a half-moon shaped cave 
mouth 400 feet above the canyon 
bed. 

Rude Burial Case Found. 

The cave turned out to be not 
one of the huge fairylands dils- 
Unguishing these mountains, but 
a dusty nook, the abiding place of 
the dead. 

In the dim cave light Mr. White 
discerned upon the floor fragments 
of cactus cordage common to the 
basket maker. With no other tool 
than a pound coffee can he began 
to scoop away the knee-deep layer 
of dust that had accumulated dur- 
ing the long centuries. 

‘The excavation was made along 
the base of the cave wall, for these 
ancients buried their dead seldom 
in the center of a chamber, but 
close beside the wall. 

Beneath the dust a layer of flat 
stones came to view; these re. 
moved, a rude burial case made of 
sotol stalks and twigs bound to- 
gether was found. Inside was a 
heavy packing of tule, a species of 
bulrush, 

This stripped away, next came 
a fiber mortuary rough made of 
the pulpy trunk of the Spanish bay. 
onet, and @ grave. Finally, a bu- 
man skeleton with knees drawn 
to chin, 

Then, one after another, this 
cave tomb gave up three more skel- 
etons, 

It appears that these ancient peo- 
ple were not far removed from the 
Oriental in point of use of arti 
facts. Split bamboo matting in 
three sizes was found. ‘This wild 
bamboo was once prolific along the 
Rio Pecos, but is now extinct. Two 
other weaves of mat were discov. 
ered. These were made of split 
blades belonging to the sotol, a 
cactus palm indigenous to this foot: 
bill region. 

Also, five types of netting were 
uncovered, the meshes ranging in 
size from three inches square, down 
to a tny opening through which a 
dime barely could be passed. The 
large heavy nets were used to snare 
game. As a mortuary offering, the 
pelvis bone and skin of a small 
deer were unwrapped from the 
large netting. Too, {t appears that 
smaller weaves were employed for 
the trapping of birds. In this 
burial were counted feathers of 
three bird species. 

Tortoise Was Symbol. 

The tortoise seems to have had 
some elgnificance with these people 
of the dim ages. Offerings of tor- 
tolse were observed. 

Strings from the size of a thread 
to that of small trunk ropes was 
unearthed. Both the netting and 
the cordage for the most part are 
woven from the fiber of the Span- 
ish bayonet and the “weeping bear 
grass," a species of yucca. They 
appear to be as strong as the day 
upon which they were placed away. 
Extreme dryness of the clithate 
holds time down to almost a stop 
during the centuries, 

The strangest specimen of cord- 
age, however, is that made of hu. 
man hair—black, coarse, faded to 
@ reddish cast.

Biological Station for 
Summer Study Being 
Established at Moun- 
tain Lake Giles Coun- 
ty. 


Richmond—The Biologi- 
cal Station for Summer 
Study, being established at 
Mountain Lake, under the 
‘guspices of the Biology De- 
‘partment of the University 
of Virginia, will fill a new 
niche in this field of study 
and summer recreation for 
many scientists. It will be 
the fourth of fifty such 
stations in the United 
States to be located in the 
Southeastern States and 
the first one in Virginia. 
The other three stations in 
this section are all in North 
Carolinia and only one of 
them, that at Ashville, is 
under conditions anything 
like those at Mountain 
Lake. 

This sheet of beautiful 
placid water at an eleva- 
tion of nearly 4,000 feet. a- 
bove sea level is ‘the high- 
est body of water in the 
eastern United States. It

ANGIENT- GUELPH TREASURE 
TO BE SCATTERED ABROAD 


Wonderful Medieval Collection to 
Be Offered to Museums 
and Collectors, 


London.—It now seems Ikely 
that Germany fs to have not much 
‘more than a farewell glimpse of 
the historic Guelph treasure which 
the former reigning duke of Brons- 
wick sold last January to a syndi- 
cate of Frankfort art dealers. The 
syndicate has lately announced 
that this wonderful collection of 
medieval silver is to be exhibited 
in Frankfort and Berlin as soon as 
it has been catalogued and valued, 
but that eventually it {s to be of: 
fered to museums and private col- 
lectors throughout the world in- 
stead of only to German museums. 

It has been known since the 
summer of 1923 that the ex-duke 
was proposing to ralse money by 
selling part of bis famous collec- 
tlon, but ft has always been as- 
sumed that, whatever happened, 
the collection would not be allowed 
to pass out of German possession. 
The ex-duke’s family, the once pow- 
erful House of Hanover, had been 


| a princely German house for some- 
| thing Uke 12 centuries, and some 


of the most valuable and {rreplac- 
able treasures of German medieval 
art form part of the patrimopy 
which before the war made It one 
of the wealthiest reigning families 
tn Europe. - 

Some time after the duke'’s abdi- 
cation In 1918 the treusure, or rutb- 
er that part of It which has now 
been sold, was removed from the 
palace at Gmunden and conveyed 
to the cantonal town of Aarau, mid- 
way between Zurich and Basle, in 
Switzerland, where {t was deposit- 
ed in the vaults of a bank whose 
name hag been kept secret. 

Until the cataloguing has been 
completed and its results an- 
nounced, {t is impossible to say in 
more than the most general terms 
what part of the treasure has been 
taken away to Aarau and sold. 
There are said to be 82 objects at 
Aarau, of which the best known 
4s the reliquary tn gold, Ivory and 
enamel which was broug~ back 
from the Crusades by Duké*Henry 
the Lion, one of the most important 
of the Brunswick Une of the 
Guelphs. 

The whole treasure consists of 
hundreds of pieces wrought, -ased 
and carved by the finest gold, piths 
and silversmiths of Gerthany, 
France and England, all of it sald 
to have a total welght of someth®, 5 
Uke four tons. Ranging tn date 
from 1360 down to 1850, fts first 
Inventory was made In 1482 ‘The 
larger part of it, the ecclesiastical 
collection, ts stil safe In Vienna, 
but the secular collection, having 
now been sold to dealers, seems 
to be on the eve of unknown wan- 
derings.

City Grew at Visioned,

A Visit 

On August 22, 1914, a 
visit was made to Oldtown, 
Tenn., by the Thomas 
generation to the tomb of 
Isaac and Rebecca Thomas, 
who were the progenitors 
of the Thomas family in 
this section of the country. 
The purpose of this visit 
was to view the remains of 
these old people who were 
buried according to the 
German system of inter- 
ment. This mode of burial 
was to place the body in a 
metalic casket, which was 


air-tight, just as soon as 


possible after death. These 
caskets were then placed in 


a stone tomb on a hillside 


near the old home and seal- 
ed up so that no surface 


water or moisture of any 


kind could reach the cas- 


kets.

who owes two years sent- 
ence to the Federal Penit- 
entiary at Atlanta, for vio- 
lation of the Volstead Act. 

Chief of Police Minton, 
who was accompanied by 
Agent Hall of the Depart- 
ment of Justice in a trip to 
Jonesville to prepare the 
case against the car thief, 
found that Nicewandder 
had been caught and con- 
victed to a two year term 
at Welch, W. Va. for 
transportation of liquor in 
defiance of the Volstead 
Act.

Tobacco Problems 
to be Discussed 


Blackeburg—T obacco 
growers of Virginia and the 
surrounding states will find 
much of interest in the pro- 
gram of the Institute of 
Rural Affairs which will be 
held at the state agricul- 
tural college at Blacksburg 
July 29 to August 1. 
Thursday, July 31, will be 
devoted toa discussion of 
the national tobacco situa- 
tion and what can be done 
to bring about greater 
stability in the production 
and marketing of this very 
important crop, 

Hon. Jas. C. Stone, vice- 
chairman of the Federal 
Farm Board, will open’ the 
discussion of this subject 
with a talk dealing with the 
national tobacco situation. 
Mr. Stone has been engaged 
in the tobacco business 
most of his life and for six 
years was manager of the 
burley tobacco growers co- 
operative association of 
Kentucky. He believes 
that through cooperation 
of growers and manufac- 
turers many of our present 
tobacco problems can be 
solved. 

Following Mr. Stone on 
this program, one of the 
leading tobacco manufac- 
turers in this state, will 
make a talk giving sug- 
gestions for improving pre- 
sent marketing practices. 
Mr. Reed will point out to 
the farmers how they can 
cooperate more effectively 
with themselves and with 
the manufacturers in stab- 
ilizing the production and 
marketing of their tobacco 
crop. 

The third part of this, 
program will be a discussion 
of what the tobacco grower 
himself must do to improve 
present conditions. This 
discussion will be led by 
Dr. Carl C. Taylor, of the 
North Carolinia State Col- 
lege. Dr. Taylor is inti- 
mately acquainted with to- 
bacco growers and their 
problems, 

Time will be given after 
each talk for a thorough 
discussion of the questions 
raised and tobacco farmers 
who are interested will be 
given an opportunity to ex- 
press themselves and to ask 
questions. It is hoped that 
this meeting will resultina 
definite plan for bringing a- 
bout closer cooperation be- 
tween the producers and

African Mines and _ 
American Farms 


Recently the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, 
as part of its campaign to 
promote paved farm-to- 
market roads, presented a 
play over the radio which 
graphically pictured a con- 
dition that is seriously re- 
tarding agricultural pro- 
gress, 

The play dealt with two 
young Americans who dis- 
cover, in the interior of 
Africa, the world’s richest 
mineral deposit, only to find 
it is worthless because there 
is no means of transporta- 
tion to the coast. 

The hero of the play 
then returns to his home 
“somewhere in Agricultural 
America” and finds that 
the farmers in his commun- 
ity are in practically the 
same position. They are 
cut off from the outside 
world by a barrier of mud 
which makes it impossible 
for them to profitably 
market their products. The 
problem is finally solved by 
the establishment of a rural 
road committee. 

This play is not so ex- 
aggerated as it may seem. 
There are 2,016,281 miles of 
road in this country, of 
which 2,890,144 miles are 
of plain, old-fashioned dirt. 
Five million of the 6,250,- 
000 American farmers are 
cut off from their markets 
during several months of 
the year by impassable 
roads, 

This condition is intoler- 
able in a country which 
prides itself on being the 
world’s greatest industrial 
power. Agriculture, most 
basic of all industries, de- 
serves the prosperity that 
paved roads can bring.— 
The Manufacturer.

CHANGES IN 
FISHING LAWS" 


Under a ruling of the 
Commission of Game and 
Inland Fisheries, trot line 
fishing is prohibited in all 
of the streams west of the 
Blue Ridge mountains. 
After July 1, 1980 the 
following changes will be 
effective in the fishing laws 
of Virginia. 

Bass. After July 1, 1930 
the State Bass season will 
open on June 15 and close 
Mareh 15, both days in- 
cluded. The bag limit will 
be 15 per day, 150 per 
season. No county can ex- 
tend the season longer or 
make the bag limit greater. 
No fish less than 10 inches _ 
long are to be taken. Pro- 
tection is given for the first 
time to Rock Bass and Red 
Eyes. The season during 
which these fish can be 
caught will be from July 1 
to March 15, both days in- 
cluded. Bag limit 15 per 
day, 150 per season, Fish 
less than 6 inches long 
should not be taken. 
Trout, any species. 
Season from April 1 to 
June 15. Bag limit 20 per 
day, 250 per season. Brook 
and Mountain Trout less 
than 7 inches long must not 
betaken. All other species 
of trout must be not less 
than 8 inches. All 
measurements must be from 
tip of nose to tip of tail. 

Non-resident fishing 
license entitles you to fish 
anywhere in Virginia $5.00. 
Combination hunting and 
fishing license $15.60. Vir- 
ginia residents fishing 
license are $3.00 for license 
for the state and $1.00 for 
county license. Licenses 
can be secured from any 
county or city clerk,

Perhaps no town or community in Lee county in 
recent years has experienced the rapid and substantial 
growth as that of Woodway. Eight years ago Wood- 
way was a mere.hamlet of perhaps four or five homes, a 
store and grist mill and today the community boasts of 
about fifty homes, most of which are served by electric 
lights and a modern water system. The town also has 
two progressive stores, five service stations, three gar- 
ages, a flour mill, and a strictly modern tourist camp. 
An Odd Fellows tabernacle, that will seat one thousand 
people and which will be used to accomodate the gath- 
erings of the Odd Fellows of Southwest Virginia, is near- 
ing completion. A beautiful Odd Fellows cemetery is 
situated on the outskirts of thetown. A building, that 
will seat several hundred people, will soon be in a course 
of construction—it will be known as the community 
church. Just recently the two Masonic lodges of Dry- 
den and Station Creek consolidated and made Wood- 
way their home. An expensive hall will soon be erect- 
ed which will serve as the home of this lodge. 

Woodway is situated at the junction of two of our 
great highways, namely; No. 411, a National high- 
way extending from Virginia Beach on the Atlantic to 
Cumberland Gap, and No. 11, a state highway travers- 
ing the coalfields of Southwest Virginia. The town’s 
position at the junction of these two important high- 
ways naturally brings it into daily contact with tourist 
from all parts of the country. And in order to take 
care of this tourist business, Ray Gilbert, has promoted 
one of the most unique camps in this section of the 
state. This camp, while yet small, comprises a splen- 
did cafe, service station and about ten eamp houses, all 
equipped with lights, water and other conveniences. 

About two years ago the leading men of the com- 
munity organized to finance and install a water system. 
A fine spring with volume sufficient to supply a town of 
3,000 people was purchased, and the inhabitants have 
since been served by a sanitary and otherwise desir- 
able water. Just recently the Old Dominion Power 
Company, of Pocket, extended their electric line from 
Pennington Gap to Woodway and now every business 
house and practically every nome is served by electric 
lights. The installment of these modern conveniences 
have encouraged more than anything else the growth of 
the town. About thirty new residences were construct- 
ed during the past twelve months and it is expected 
that many more will go up in the next year. There is 
absolutely nothing cheap about these new residences, 
they have all been constructed from the very best 
materials and patterned althogether after modern types 
—mainly bungalow. Many of these higher class resi- 
dences would grace the boulevards of our larger cities. 

It requires leaders to build a town, and Woodway 
has her’s. Chief among those who have been promi- 
nent in promoting the town are: J. F. Witt, Ray Gilbert, 
Bellamy Bros. and J. N. Culbertson. All these gentle- 
men have worked faithfully for a better town and now 
they are seeing their dreams materialize. 

J. F. Witt may properly be called the “father of 
Woodway”’ as he has been a resident there for more 
than 45 years, and first conceived the idea of building a 
residential community there. He cut a large section of 
his fine blue grass farm into lots and put on sales. After 
he had sold large blocks of lots he then got busy and 
persuaded the owners to build homes on them. This 
done, he then went after some business firms and he got 
them, too. A great need in Woodway right now is for 
the place to become incorporated and install Jasper Witt 
as first mayor. 

Woodway—with her beautiful setting at the base of 
towering Elk Knob; with her panoramic view of 
picturesque Powell Valley; with her extensive agricul- 
tural surroundings comprising literally thousands of 
cattle, hogs, sheep, poultry, and fields of luxuriant 
vegetation; with her proximity to the great industrial 
coalfields; with her ideal home sites, her splendid citizen- 
ship—certainly destine her for an unique future.

Richmond—Important; 


fish and game conservation 
plans that were set in 
motion in Virginia by the 
state commission of game 
and inland fisheries on July 
1, the beginning of the 
state’s new fiscal year, were 
announced in Richmond 
Tecently by A. Willis Rob- 
ertsop, chairman of the 
commission. 

Included in these plans 
are the weeding from the 
list of game wardens such 
men as do not measure up 
to the commission’s stand- 
ards, the increasing of the 
salaries of wardens, the 
establishment of additional 
fish hatcheries and nursier- 
ies, the re-stocking of 
streams with fish, a continu- 
ed effort to eliminate stream 
pollution, which will event- 
ually include the elimina- 
tion of pollution from city 
sewage, the placing of an 
experienced fish culturist in 
charge of fish propagation 


in this state, and the bring-| 


ing to Virginia of three fish 
culturists to advise the 
commission on the estab- 
lishment of hateheries, - 

Major Robertson was 
here (o superintend the ex- 
aminations and tests given 
in the senate chamber, to 
72 game wardens. Thirty- 
seven other wardens were 
recently examined in Roan- |. 
oke. 

Discussing the commis- 
sion’s plans, Major Robert- 
son said, in part: 

“One offour first objec- 
tives is to increase the ef- 
ficiency of the game war- 
den force.

They must also be in a 
position to devote their en- 
tire time to the state’s 
work and physically able 
to spend many hours in 
patrolling. We have some 
men in the service who 
cannot meet these require- 
ments and we are giving a 
series of examinations and 
mental tests to convince 
their friends and the men 
themselves what qualifica- 
tions they possess or do not 
possess. Retaining of a 
game warden will not de- 
pend on the rest of these 
tests, but these written re- 
sults taken in connection 
with the record made by 
the men for the last four 
years will develop useful 
information. We are aim- 
ing to raise the salaries of 
all these men and plan to 
put-them in uniform and 
we are i: a positon to fe

What Is Education? 


Affection, Then Science i 


Women in Business 


Mussolini tnterests Europe and 
causes excitement in France, pro- 
posing an alllance with Germany. 

France understands that the sug- 
gestion calls for a military alliance, 
or, at least, an agreement that Ger- 
many will remain neutral in case of 
an Italian-French war, 


-Mussolint ought to know what 
such an alllance really means whea 
war really starts. 

In 1914 Italy had an alliance with | 
Germany, and the kalser was fool” 
ish enough to think it would stand 
up. It did not. 


When Kemal Pasha, boss of 
‘Turkey, makes war, he makes 
war. You rémember that Mussolial 
threatened him, and Kemal replied: 
“If you send Italfin soldiers against 
me, the difficulty will be to find 
room to bury the number that I 
shall kill” 

A dispatch from Turkey tells 
how Kemal trapped 1,000 rebellious 
Kurds in the Zeylan river valley, 
and: killed every one, granting no 
quarter. 

That sounds like old days when 
Mohammed himself was lea 
later when wéstern Europe whis- 
pered in awe the name of “The 
Grand Turk.” 

Educators, between the closing 
and opening of schools, discuss 
“What Is Education? What Should 

Do? How Can We Form the

Educators should start with the 
meaning of the word “educate” and 
stick to that.

ANCIENT GUELPH TREASURE 
TO BE SCATTERED ABROAD 


Wonderful Medieval Collection te 
Be Offered to Museume 
and Collectors, 


London.—It now seems likely 
that Germany is to have not much 
more than a farewell glimpse of 
the historic Guelph treasure which 
the former reigning duke of Bruns- 
wick sold last January to a syndi- 
cate of Frankfort art dealers. The 
syndicate has lately announced 
that this wonderful collection of 
medieval silver is to be exhibited 
in Frankfort and Berlin as soon as 
it has been catalogued and valued, 
but that eventually it is to be of 
fered to museums and private col- 
lectors throughout the world in- 
stead of only to German museums. 

It has been known since the 
summer of 1923 that the ex-duke 
was proposing to raise money by 
selling part of his famous collec- 
tion, but it has always been as- 
sumed that, whatever happened, 
the collection would not be allowed 
to pass out of German no. 
‘The ex-duke'’s family, the once pow- 
erful House of Hanover, had been 
@ princely German house for some- 
thing like 12 centuries, and some 
of the most valuable and frreplac- 
able treasures of German medieval 
art form part of the patrimony 
which before the war made it one 
of the wealthiest reigning families 
in Europe. 

Some time after the duke’s abdi- 
cation in 1918 the treasure, or rath- 
er that part of it which bas now 
been sold, was removed from the 
palace at Gmunden and conveyed 
to the cantonal town of Aarau, mid- 
way between Zurich and Basle, in 
Switzerland, where it was deposit- 
ed in the vaults of a bank whose 
name has been kept secret. ‘ 

‘Until the cataloguing has been 
completed and its results an- 
nounced, It is impossible to say in 
more than the most general terms 
what part of the treasure has been 
taken away to Aarau and sold. 
There are said to be 82 objects at 
Aarau, of which the best known 
ig the fellquary in gold, ivory and 
enamel which was brought back 
from the Crusades by Duke Henry 
the Lion, one of the most important 
of the Brunswick line of the 
Guelphs. 

The whole treasure consists of 
hundreds of pieces wrought, chased 
and carved by the finest goldsmiths 
and asilversmiths of Germany, 
France and England, all of it sald 
to have a total weight of something 
like four tong, Ranging in date 
from 1360 down to 1850, its first 
inventory was made in 1482, The 
larger part of it, the ecclesiastical 
collection, is still safe in Vienna, 
but the secular collection, having 
now been sold to dealers, seems 
to be on the eve of unknown wan- 

jerings. .

‘FARMERS URGED 
TO HOLO GATTLE 


Southwest Virginia Cat- 
tlemen Have Optimis- 
tic Feeling Despite 
Drought 


A general feeling of opti- 
mism regarding the beef 
cattle outlook in South- 
western Virginia, despite 
the condition of drought 
now prevailing throughout 
the section, was expressed 
Friday at the meeting of 
the Southwest Virginia Cat- 
tlemen’s Association at 
Marion. It was tle con- 
census of opinion that the 
cattle were doing well on 
the dry grass and should 
be held until better market 
conditions prevail and the 
supply of corn fed cattle is 
exhausted. 

Friday’s meeting, which 
was called to formulate 
plans for feeding the cattle 
for market, empowered 
Senator Sam W. Thomp- 
son, of Tazewell, chairman 
of the aSaociation’s execu- 
tive committee, to call a 
meeting of his committee 
between July 20 and July 
25 to complete these plans. 

P. E. Bird, farm demon- 
stration agent of Smythe 
county, is secretary of the 
committee. 

The association likewise 
warned against sending 
grass fed cattle to market 
at the present time. The 
market is low, it was stat- 
ed, and the movement of 
corn fed steers to the mar- 
ket has not been completed. 

It was pointed out that 
allindications point to a 
better market later in the 
season and that although 
the grass is dry there is 
still plenty of pasture for 
another sixty days. 

Older cattlemen stated 
that cattle are in a better 
condition at this time than 
in previous years due to the 
faet that the dry grass is 
more fattening than the 
lush, succulent variety. 

Although the cattle may 
not like the dry grass, it 
was stated, as well as the 
fresher type, they will eat 
it and thrive on it. Many 
of the cattlemen expressed 
the belief that it would be 
profitable to feed some 
grain in addition to the pas- 
ture food a8 this would im- 
prove the quality cf the 
stock and make them 
bring a better price when 
sold. If too many cattle

year. 

The third largest erop is 
wheat. This crop shows a 
decrease of about 6 per cent. 

Orchards occupy more 
than 5 per cent of the total 
acreage, but there has been 
very little change in the or- 
chard area in recent years. 

Approximately 182,000 
acres were planted to to- 
bacco, which is an increase 
of 8 per cent over last year. 

While tobacco usually 
ranks second in total value, 
this crop occupies only 4.3 
per cent of the total crop 
acreage. 

The acreage in oats is 
estimated to be 22 per cent 
larger than last year, while 
barley shows the same 
acreage as for 1929. Po- 
tatoes, cotton, and sweet 
potatoes all show an in- 
crease in acreage. These 
crops, with peanuts, are 
considered the “cash crops” 
but their acreage is rela- 
tively small, being only 12.2 
per cent of the total crop 
acreage.

labor could be placed on 
the roads. The result of 
this investigation has been 
such that the executive 
feels it his duty to inform 
such as contemplate com- 
ing to Virginia from a dis- 
tance that the prospects of 
their being employed by 
the State Highway Depart- 
ment is very remote. 

Some weeks ago it was 
announced that the State 
Highway Department of 
Virginia was operating to 
its full capacity and that 
from $15,000,000 to $18, 
000,000 was under contract 
for highway construction, 
maintenance. This report, 
says Highway Commis- 
sioner Henry G. Shirley, 
was correct. Mr. Shirley 
informs the governor, how- 
ever, that a full force of 
workmen has already been 
engaged and has for some 
time been at work, and that 
from now on he is more 
liable to release than to 
employ men. 

According to Commis-. 
sioner Shirley there are at 
present employed about 8,- 
000 laborers on contract 
work, with approximately 
2,000 on road maintenance, 
making a total of 10,000 
men. This is exclusive of 
the 2,100 convicts worked 
on state highways. The 
men mentioned do not 
comprise those employed 
by commercial companies 
and organizations who 
manufacture supplies and 
materials for highway con- 
struction. 

The governor has been 
informed that many men, 
reading of the road work 
being pushed ahead in Vir- 
ginia, have flocked to this 
state in search of employ- 
ment. While desiring to 
exert every effort to see 
that as many men are kept 
busy on highway construc- 
tion as this work justifies, 
Governor Pollard feels that 
the facts regarding such 
employment should be pre- 
sented as they exist in 
order that men seeking 
work may not be disap- 
pointed.

122,698,190 Given 
As U. S. Population 


Increase of Sixteen Million Persons Shown by Of- 
ficial Figures.. 

Washington—The-nation’s population was officially 
announced today’ by. the esnsus bureau as 122,698,190, 
representing thé largest:numerical growth since 1920 of 
any decade in: its:-history; 

Census officialasaid: completion of this population 
count represented only. tha first step of the fifteenth 
census-and that already they had begun to build upon 
this basic figufe ather tatals ranging from an enumera- 
tion of existing,radio‘seta to a count of the country’s 
industries and farms, 

The figures annownced-fer the 48 states and District 
of Columbia showed.a gain in population of 16,967,570 
persons or 18,1 percent sinee- 1920. 

Adding.in the nation’s: possesions, exclusive of the 
Philippines. to. which. the.census law does not apply, the 
grand total wasxset by the censue bureau at 124,848,664. 

Some indieation of the volume of adgitional. figures 
still to be issued by the bureau was given-in a predic- 
tion by a census-officia} that when statistics are com- 
pleted on sehoolg, immigration, old age, the number and 
spread of industries in..eagh state, together with the 
numbers of mines, farma,.and farmers in each section, 
the total will fill: more than 16,elose set volumes. 

’ This. information ‘will be issued for each state as it is 
completed by census. workers,, Officials indicated it 
would be available much. earlier than in 1920, since the 
population count was completed twice as fast as a dec- 
ade ago. 

The population issued today was 81,282 under the 
figure previously compiled-from supervisors reports. It 
is subject to revision by the bureru, but no major 
changes are expected.

COMMENDS VA, 
TATE. MARKERS 


Richmond—The work of 
the State Commission on 
Conservation and Develop- 
ment in placing markers a- 
long the Virginia highways, 
while meeting with instant 
local approbation, is now 
receiving favorable com- 
ment from many sections of 
the country. Inquiry has 
come in from several Nor- 
thern and Western states 
which contemplate imitat- 
ing Virginia in this matter. 

In a recent issue of The 
Asheville (N. C.) Citizen, 
editoralizing upon this 
question, says: 

“The historic markers 
which are now so plentiful © 
in Virginia add more than 
other one thing to the sat- 
isfaction of motoring 
through the Old Dominion. 
Western North Carolinia 
lehouta have hundreds of 
such markers. They 
would be appreciated by 
visitors and their influence 
upon our own people 
would be «orth while for a 
number of reasons.” 

There stands today in 
Virginia 720 such historical 
markers. One hundred 
and thirty-two such mark- 
ers are stored in warehouses 
awaiting erection, while an 
additional 26 are at the 
factory. = 

The markers served the 
splendid purpose of pre- 
senting a historical narra- 
tive of historical events on 
the spot where such events 
transpired. They begin 
with Colonial times—and 
trace the history of thé 
state and its peopie to the 
days of Woodrow Wilson.

We are 
printing below a ruling adopted by the School Board 
concerning same: 

The price on all Text-books has been reduced 5 
percent. 

There will be only one Text-book Store this year. 
It will be located in Jonesville, Virginia. Books to be! 
handled by the Board. 

Teachers are required to give each Pupil a check 
list of the books needed on the first day of school. Let 
the Pupil take the list home and get the necessary a- 
mount of money to pay for same. Pupils will then re- 
turn list with money to the Teacher of the room. 
Teachers will then combine all the room into_« one large 
list and hand:this list to the Principals of the School. 
Principal will.combine all the Teachers lista of that 
school into one larger order for the entire School and 
bring or send same to the office at Jonesville. Where 
anyone calls at Jonesville for order of $50.00 or more 
worth of books.a discount of 2 percent (two. percent) 
will-be-allowed.on order. The Board will deliver any 
order in truck that-amounts to $150.00 or more. Don’t 
send pupils and patrons to the store for one book at a 
time but teacher should take these orders and send them 
in to save the patrons:and pupils the expense as it will 
cost each one the same to come for one book as it will 
the teacher or some one sent by the teacher to get the 
supply for the room. Take-time to make out a clear 
order before calling for books as it will take more time 
then than it will at sehool.

Norfolk—‘‘Seventy percent of American people 
have defective feet by goverument records,” said Dr. 
H. R. Bynum, of Memphis, Tenn., internationally 
known foot technician, speaking today before the 11th 
annual convention of the Middle Atlantic States Osteo- 
pathic Association at the Monticello Hotel. 

Good feet are essential efficiency, Dr. Bynum stat- 
ed Bad shoeing, he listed as the primary cause of pedia- 
tric trouble. ‘In the mad rush for style and looks.” he 
declared, “shoes as manufaetured today violate nearly 
every principle of mechanics and anatomy, and if the 
system is not improved to conform to the structural 
lines of the anatomy of the human foot, we will become 
a nation with hoofs instead of feet.” 

Approximately 100 osteopathic physicians register- 
ed for the convention, which got underway with the 
address of the president, Dr. T. J. Howerton, of Wash- 
ington, D. C.

Mrs. Sherman Glass, of 
Hunters Gap, has 225 pul- 
lets, half, of the number 
white rocks and half white 
leghorns, that are being 
kept up ina house for six 
weeks on feed to break 
them for laying. Pullets, 
like horses, need to be broke 
that is, it is claimed by the 
agent, that pullets like to 
scout around and chase 
bugs and hunt a few worms, 
and eat a few handfuls of 
corn rather than to get 
down to business and pre- 
pare themselves for laying 
eggs. Hence, it is neces- 
sary to keep them up on a 
rich laying mash. To 
start, it is often necessary 
to keep about all grain feed 


{away from them and give 


only mash. A wet, warm 


petizing is helpful to get 
them going. They must 
ease around in the house,

ANCIENT GUELPH TREASURE 
TO BE SCATTERED ABROAD 


Wonderful Medieval Collection te 
Be Offered to Museums 
and Collectors, 
London.—it now seems Iikely 
that Germany ts to have not much 
more than a farewell glimpse of 
the historic Guelph treasure which 
the former reigning duke of Bruns- 
wick sold last January to a syndl- 
cate of Frankfort art dealers. The 
syndicate has lately announced 
that this wonderful collection of 
medieval allver is to be exhibited 
in Frankfort and Berlin as soon as 
it has been catalogued and valued, 
but that eventually ft ts to be of- 
fered to museums and private col- 
lectors throughout the world in- 
stead of only to German museums. 

It has been known since the 
summer of 1923 that the ex-duke 
Waa proposing to raise money by 
selling part of his famous collec- 
tion, but it has alwaye been as- 
sumed that, whatever buppened, 
the collection would not be allowed 
to pass out of German possesston. 
‘The ex-duke's family, the once pow- 
erful House of Hanover, had been 
# princely German house for some- 
thing Uke 12 centuries, and some 
of the most valuable and irreplac- 
able treasures of German medieval 
art form part of the patrimony 
which before the war made {t one 
of the wealthiest reigning families 
in Europe. 

Some time after the duke's abdi- 
cation in 1918 the treasure, or rath- 
er that part of it which has now 
been sold, was removed from the 
palace at Gmunden and conveyed 
to the cantonal town of Aarau, mid- 
way between Zurich and Basle, in 
Switzerland, where it was deposit- 
ed in the vaults of a bank whose 
Bame has been kept secret. 

Until the cataloguing has been 
completed and {ts results  an- 
nounced, {t is impossible to say in 
More than the most general terms 
what part of the treasure bas been 
taken away to Aarau and sold. 
There are said to be 82 objects at 
Aarau, of which the best known 
4g the reliquary in gold, ivory and 
enamel which was brought back 
from the Crusades by Duke Henry 
the Lion, one of the most {mportant 
of the Brunswick Ise of the 
Guelphs. 

The whole treasure consists of 
hundreds of pieces wrought, chased 
and carved by the finest goldsmiths 
and asilversmiths of Germany, 
France and England, all of it said 
to have a total weight of something 
like four tons. Ranging in date 
from 1360 down to 1850, its firat 
faventory was made in 1482. The 
larger part of it, the ecclesiastical 
collection, is still safe in Vienna, 
but the secular collection, having 
now been sold to dealers, seems 
to be on the eve of unknown wan- 
derings.

REVIVAL AT THE {WIVES EAGER To 


LEARN SHOPPING 


Government Bureau Bom- 
barded With Questions 
About Various Goods. 


‘Washington.—Housewlves are be 
ginning to ask for exact definitions 
of the quality and performance of 
the goods they buy. An enormous 
development of new things for 
household use has taken place in 
the last 25 years, and {t ts practl- 
cally impossible for the ordinary 
purchaser to know whether she is 
getting good value without some 
guidance. 

In the case of three articles need- 
ed in all homes—refrigerators, 
sheets and blankets—an effort is 
being made to set up accurate 
specifications for different grades, 
The bureau of home economics of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture has been co-operating 
with the American Home Econom- 
Ics association, and with manufac 
turers and distributors, under the 
auspices of the American Standards 
association, in devéloping more sat- 
isfactory labels for different grades 
for these three articles. This is, 
of course, but @ beginning, which 
should be followed as rapidly as 
possible for all kinds of commodi- 
ues. 

Refrigerator Facts, 

The purchase of a refrigerator 
represents a considerable invest- 
ment for most families. Purchasers 
are asking that the name plate tell 
such things as the total storage ca- 
pacity, the shelf area, the temper- 
sture under standard conditions, 
and the amount of ice or elec- 
tricity, or gas, required to main- 
tain that temperature. 

A single sheet does not represent 
& large expenditure, but many 
sheets must be bought to keep up 
the family supply. A housewife 
would like to be able to compare 
the construction and other qualities 
of different sheets at different 
prices. She would like the label to 
describe the tensile strength? 
thread count, weight per square 
yard, and percentage of sizing, if 
she is to determine which ts the 
most economical purchase for her 
particular needs. Some progress 
has already been made in setting 
up standards of sheeting. 

About Blankets. 

The work for better labels for 
blankets is just getting under way. 
The consumer group {s asking that 
size, fiber composition, 
strength of warp and filling wetght 
per yard, and warmth value should 
be included on the label. 

In defining different grades for 
household goods there are a great 
many different matters to be con- 
sidered. What commodities can be 
standardized in this way Is the firat 
question to decide, for not all goods 
lend themselves to such grading and 
labeling. Then the type of specifi- 
cation most helpful to the con- 
sumer must be studied for each 
article. It is Important that a dis- 
interested body take charge of the 
research involved, and to this end 
the bureau of home economics ts co- 
operating with governmental and 
other agencies. 


Ancient Milan Theater 


Found by Excavators 
Milan, Italy.—Digging for the 
foundation of the new stock ex- 
change, important remains of an 
ancient Roman theater came to 
light here recently. The existence 
of the old amphitheater had been 
suspected for a long time, but the 
archeological fragments recently 
excavated show that the theater 
must have been of considerable di- 
mensions, 

Local archeologists attribute the 
theater to early imperial times, and 
probably to the second half of the 
First century. It will not be pos- 
sible to excavate the theater, as the 
contracts for the erection of the 
new stock exchange must be car 
ried out, and property is too valu- 
able in the center of Milan to sac 
rifice it for archeological rea- 
sons. 

At the same time pressure is be- 
Ing brought on the local superin- 
tendent of antiquities to insist that 
fragments of the ancient theater be 
incorporated in the ground floor of 
the modern structure, so that some- 
thing of the old monument may re- 
main.

Mexico Bishops Put 


Ban on Short Skirts 


Mexico City.—Netther “style 
nor hot weather" can be re- 
garded ag an excuse for short 
skirts, in the opinion of three 
prelates in Mexico. 

The bishops of San Luis 
Potosi, Guadalajara and 
Tepic issued pastoral an- 
nouncements condemning the 
prevailing feminine styles 
and probibiting entrance to 
thelr churches of women and 
girls clothed, in the eyes of 
the priests, immodestly. 

Low necks and bare arms 
were condemned as well in 
the typical circular by the 
bishop of Tepic, who sald 
that “the heads of familles 
who permit thelr daughters 
and wives to wear such 
clothes must answer to God, 
before whom neither style 
nor hot weather wall be an 
excuse.” 

The bishop of San Luis Po- 
tosi expressed the belief that 
God had permitted misfor- 
tune to visit Mexico as pun- 
ishment “for the scandalous 
styles and frivolity.”

Eliminating Failures in 
Farm Practice Work 


By W. H. Starnes 
Ewing, Va. 


The objectives of keeping records and accounts are 
these: (1) To secure information which is needed in 
improving the farm business (2) To develop ability in 
keeping analyzing, and using records and accounts (3) 
To furnish evidence of efficiency of the student in at- 
taining standards set up (4) To develop an attitude of 
appreciation as to the value and use of records and ac- 
counts. 

Probably the greatest factor in determining the suc- 
cess in farm practice work and the percentage of com- 
pletion is the standing of the vocational department in 
the community, and the cooperation and backing re- 
ceived from farmers, business men, and patrons of the 
school. If the proper atmosphere surrounds the voca- 
tional department and farm practice work is given the 
important place in the program that it should have, 
students and parents alike will and should understand 
the value and significance of the work. No student 
should enroll in a class in vocational agriculture with- 
out having first taken the farm practice werk into con- 
sideration. 

I want to become personal acquainted with the

In Tennessee was sown in spring which 

is now most vigorous and 
promising. This acre will 
go back in tobacco 1932. 
In 1981 it will furnish the 


clover crop. 


W. S. Cox, Jonesville, 
has six acres soy beans to 
cut for seed. He sowed 
three fourths acre to Tenn- 
essee beardiess barley, 
Half acre to rye and Aus- 
trian peas. Also has some 
buckwheat for threshing.

County Agent Koger has 
had many inquiries as to 
the licensing requirements 
for trucks in Tennessee 
from Virginia counties, re- 
garding the marketing of 
tobacco.

Hunters and other Recreationists 
Urged, Reduce Forest Fire Hazards 


Owing to the arid condition of the woodland areas 
throughout Virginia, hunters, campers and other out-! 
door enthusiasts are urged to be extremely careful with 
fire while pursuing their favorite pastimes this fall and| 
winter. 


Although many sectiofis of the State have had light | 
rains recently, the subseq igh winds in most in-: 
instances, have swept.up this-Scant moisture and the 


foreste and fields are almost as dry as they were during 
the hot summer months, With the fall leaves on the 
ground and the trees and other vegetation ina weaken- 
ed condition from the lack of moisture, a forest fire at| 
this time would literally devastate the area over which| 
it burned. A recent 1eport from the Virginia Forest 
Service, relative to the origin of forest fires, revealed the 
fact that a large percentage of them were caused by 
careless hunters. fishermen and campers. 

One of the most destructive fires which burned in| 
Virginia this year was traced to a lighted cigarette, 
thrown away by a careless fisherman. Practically every 


living thing on the burned area was killed and the cost 


to the State and counties of extinguishing the fire was} 
approximately $1500.00. 

Pointing out that such conditions reflect, more or 
less, upon all those who engage in outdoor activities, | 
conservation forces throughout the State are appealing} 
to hunters, campers, and fishermen to do their bit to- 
wards decreasing forest tire hazards by observing the| 
following rules. 

1. Matches—Be sure-your match is out; break it) 
in two before you throw it away. 

2. Tobacco—Be sure that pipe ashes and cigar or 
or cigarette stubs are dead before throwing them away. 
Never throw them into brush, 
grass. 

3. Making camp—In making camp, scrape away 
all brushwood, grass and other inflamnable material 
from a spot five feet in diameter, dig a hole in the cen-| 
ter in which to build the fire and keep the campfire 
small. Never build your campfire against the trunk of 
a tree, or against a log or stump. 

4, Breaking camp—Never break camp until every 
trace of the fire is out—dead out. 

5. Brush burning—Never burn slash or brush in| 
windy weather or while there is the slightest danger 
that the fire will get away. 

6. How to extinguish open air fires—Stir the coals 
while soaking them with water: turn the small sticks 
and drench both sides; wet the ground around the fire. | 
If you can’t get water, stir in earth and tread it down. 
Be sure the last spark is dead.

President Hoover said: 

“T have never believed 
that our form of govern- 
ment Id satisfactorily 
so}ve economic problems by 
direct action—could suc- 
cessfully conduct business 
institutions. The Govern- 
ment can and must eure 
abuses.” 

What a how! would go up 
from the business world if 
the Government of the 
United States, merely be- 
eause it happens to have 
the necessary facilities in 
its navy yards, should go 
into the business of build- 
ing merchant ships, in com- 
petition with the commer- 
cial ship builders. 

The United States Gov- 
ernment owns an exeellent 
airplane manufacturing 
plant in which it builds ex- 
perimental planes for the 
navy. Suppose the Gov- 
ernment should go into the 
airplane manufacturing 
business for the general 
public? It would be per- 
fectly obvious to every- 
body that this was some- 
thing which the Govern- 
ment has no business to do. 

Printing of Government 
documents, maps, postage 
stamps and money, are a 
proper function for the 
Government's printing es- 
tablishmehts. But when 
the Government of the 
United States engage in the 
business of printing return 
envelopes for private citi- 
zens, is unfairly competing 
with the job printers of the 
nation. It would be unfair 
competition even if a fair 
commerical rate were 
charged for the work: it is 
worse than unfair when this 
work is done for less than 
cost. 

The National Editorial 
Association, and practical- 
ly every other association 
of newspaper publishers 
and printers, have protest- 
ed for years agéinst this 
practice. This year a more 
determined effort than ever 
is being made to induce the 
Congress just elected, if 


our teens and young man- 
hood and womanhood 
“things” were stogy—we're 
having a grand time now, 
but can’t realize it until it 
has passed. 

Picture the hardships our 
forefathers endured— 
twenty—thirty years after 
the Revolution; post war 
days of the Civil War—

other conflict. Stop sing- 
ing the blues and look for 
the silver lining.

this time would literally devastate the area over which! 
t burned. A recent report from the Virginia Forest 


ii 
Service, relative to the origin of forest fires, revealed the 
fact that a large percentage of them were caused by 
careless hunters. fishermen and campers. 


One of the most destructive fires which burned in gain. 


Virginia this year was traced to a lighted cigarette 
thrown away by acareless fisherman. Practically every 
living thing on the burned area was killed and the cost 
to the State and counties of extinguishing the fire was 
approximately $1500.00. 

Pointing out that such conditions reflect, more or 
less, upon all those who engage in outdoor activities, 
conservation forces throughout the State are appealing 
to hunters, campers, and fishermen to do their bit to- 
wards decreasing forest fire hazards by observing the 
following rules. 

1. Matches—Be sure your match is out; break it 
in two before you throw it away. 

2. Tobacco—Be sure that pipe ashes and cigar or 
or cigarette stubs are dead before throwing them away. 
Never throw them into brush, leaves, needles or dry 

8. Making camp—In making camp, scrape away 
all brushwood, grass and other inflamnable material 
from a spot five feet in diameter, dig a hole in the cen: 
ter in which to build the fire and keep the campfi 
small. Never build your campfire against the trunk 
a tree, or against a log or stump. I 

4, Breaking camp—Never break camp until every| 
trace of the fire is out—dead out. 

5. Brush burning—Never burn slash or brush in! 
windy weather or while there is the slightest danger 
that the fire will get away. 

6. How to extinguish open air fires—Stir the coals 
while soaking them with water: turn the small sticks 
and drench both sides; wet the ground around the fire. 
If you can’t get water, stir in earth and tread it down. 
Be sure the last spark is dead.

And when the idiot uttered mean- 
ingless sounds, Tycho Brahe caused 
all bis other guests to be silent, 
believing that the {dlot's talk was 
inspired. 


‘There 1s a good deal of scientific 
talk, so-called, today that might 
well have been uttered by Tycho 
Brahe’s idiot. Some of it “refers 
to time that began at a certain 
point in the past" and~some bf {f/ 
drivels about space that~curres of 
itself, and ts, therefore, notein- 
finite.

The Burley Tobacco 
market opened at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., Monday morning 
December 8th. Many 
thousands of people were 
present to see the big mart 
start off on the burley leaf 
which is to bring financial 
relief to the whole burley

Kentucky tobacco. A very 
high percent of low grade 
is observed on the floors, 
due to the severe drought. 
In a careful interview with 
farmers from over the 
central flat burley counties 
the average pounds pei 
acre this year was 600 Ibs. 
It was further reported 
that from 15 to 20 percent 
of the crop was not harvest- 
ed. This fact added to 
the observation of much 


\low grade of what was 


harvested, kept all experts 
guessing as to how much 
Kentucky had. Since it is 
the hub of the belt, the 
prices paid are determined 
from what tobacco compan- 
ies believe the Kentucky 
crop will yield. 

Experts from Abingdon, 
Greenville, Knoxville, etc. 
representing-the Bast Een- 
nessee and Southwest Vir- 
ginia burley belt were op- 
toristie as to the outlook, , 
guessing that the Kentucky 
prices indicated near about 
as good price for our burley 
as last year. 


The Greeneville tobacco 
market started Tuesday, 
with an average of 20c per 
pound, First basket bring- 
ing 87c. Many baskets 
sold for 32, 31, 830 and on 
down to 12 cents per 
pound. It appears that 
the higher grades are not 
bringing the money of last 
year, the common grade 
prices are about as same as 
last year. 

The market started last 
year at about 24c per 
pound. There is some 
chance for a higher aver- 
age, it is believed, later in 
the season; as many farm- 
ers do not venture on the 
first market with their best 
grades.

Some very Important news about 
& uew engine comes from London. 
Operated by gas generated from 
coke, this engine drove a truck 
Weighing one ton, with 560 pounds 
of passengers, fifty miles at more 
than twenty miles an hour, for # 
total cost of 10 cents. 


This ts not pleasant news for 
rallroads, already meeting competi- 
ton from automobile trucks that 
can't run Sfty miles for 10 cents. 


Professor Einstein, arriving in 
America, got a nolsy reception and 
didn't Uke it.

The learned professor, supposed 
to supplant Newton, says the law 
of gravitation doesn't act every- 
where. Also, straight lines do 
meet, and, “the infinite universe” is 
not infinite, It {fs all made of 
curves, and so comes back ‘to the 
place whence it started. At least, 
that is how it sounds to ignorance, 
which asks Professor Elnstein; “If 
the universe isn't infinite, what is 
located outside of its boundaries? 
And if, as you say, there was a 
Point in past history when time ac 
tually began, how do you explain 
that?" 

Professor Einstein says: “I ex- 
plain it perfectly, but you can’t un- 
derstand the explanation.”

A two acre seeding of al- 
lalfa last fall on the farm of 
R. S. Banner, Stickleyville 
appears successful to date. 
This two acres followed an 
early tobacco field, but due 
to the drought, was not 
sown till in September.
